Mr  Chairman,  Mrs  Harris  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1965,  which 
has  been  prepared  on  the  lines  as  indicated  by  the  Ministry  of 
Health. 


Statistics  and  Social  Conditions  of  the  Area 

The  District  is  situated  at  the  top  of  the  Rhymney  Valley 
in  the  North  West  corner  of  Monmouthshire,  a small  portion  of 
the  upper  end  being  in  the  southern  extremity  of  the  County  of 
Breconshire.  It  is  separated  on  the  West  from  Glamorgan  and 
the  Urban  District  of  Gelligaer  by  the  river  Rhymney;  on  the 
East  by  the  Tyswg  Brook  and  the  Urban  District  of  Tredegar;  on 
the  North  by  Breconshire  and  on  the  South  by  the  Urban  District 
of  Bedwellty. 

It  covers  an  area  of  2,648  acres  and  for  all  administrative 
purposes  is  included  in  the  County  of  Monmouthshire. 

The  chief  industry  is  coal  mining  and  many  of  the  workmen 
are  employed  in  collieries  outside  the  area.  The  local  mine, 
McLaren  Colliery  is  now  only  used  for  lowering  and  raising  men 
employed  at  Ogilvie  Colliery. 

Smiths  Clothing  Factory  employs  about  700,  the  majority 
being  female  labour,  and  Rhymney  Brewery  employs  about  300, 
the  majority  being  male  labour. 

However  there  is  a need  for  light  industry  in  the  area, 
especially  for  those  employees  who  have  had  to  leave  the  mines 
owing  to  ill  health.

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AREA  HEALTH  SERVICES 
General  Medical  and  Surgical  Conditions 


The  Family  Doctor  arranges  admission  of  accute  emergency 
direct  with  the  hospital  and  refers  the  non-urgent  case  to  be  seen 
as  an  out-patient.  If  considered  necessary  hospitals  outside  the 
area  group  can  be  used  by  arrangement. 

Infectious  Diseases 

Arrangement  for  admission  are  made  through  the  General 
Practitioner. 

Maternity 

Cases  are  admitted  by  direct  arrangement  with  the  General 
Practitioner  and  the  Regional  Hospital  Board. 

Tuberculosis 

Reference  by  the  family  doctor  of  patients  to  the  Chest 
Specialists  in  attendance  at  the  Chest  Clinics  for  opinion,  invest- 
igation, or  treatment,  continues  as  in  the  past.  Admissions  to 
Sanatoria  or  Hospital  are  arranged  through  the  Tuberculosis 
Division  of  the  Welsh  Regional  Board  or  direct  recommendation 
of  the  Chest  Physician. 

The  Monmouthshire  County  Council  Scheme  for  the  pre- 
vention of  tuberculosis  is  working  very  well.  All  contacts  are 
X-rayed  and  cases  followed  up  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
working  in  close  conjunction  with  the  Chest  Physician. 

Specialist  Service  in  the  Home 

The  family  doctor  seeks  a specialist  for  domiciliary  service 
only  if  the  patient  is  too  ill  to  attend  hospital. 

Ambulance  Service 

The  Monmouthshire  County  Council  are  statutorily  respon- 
sible for  the  provision  of  an  adequate  service  of  ambulances  and 
transport  for  all  National  Health  purposes,  including  the  trans- 
port of  patients  to  and  from  hospital  and  inter-hospital  transfers. 

Convalescent  Treatment 

For  the  purposes  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  Con- 
valescence can  be  divided  into  two  classes.  Firstly  there  is  conval- 
escence which  is  a continuation  and  an  integral  part  of  hospital 
treatment,  i.e.  medical  and  nursing  care  is  essential;  this  type  of 
convalescence  is  the  responsibility  of  the  Hospital  Management 
Committee. 
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Secondly  there  is  convalescence  where  medical  and  nursu^ 
care  is  not  required  and  where  the  patient  only  needs  a 
holiday  in  suitable  surroundings;  the  Hospital  Management  Coff^ 
mittee  is  not  empowered  to  provide  this  type  of  convalescence, 
but  it  is  provided  by  the  Local  Health  Authority  (Mon.  C.C.) 
under  Section  28  of  the  National  Health  Act.  The  present  Con- 
valescent home  is  at  Porthcawl. 

Spa  Treatment 

This  form  of  treatment  will  be  provided  on  prescription  by 
the  patient’s  doctor,  supplemented  by  specialist  recommendation. 
The  procedure  requires  the  hospital  matron  to  arrange  for  out 
patient  specialist  examination  on  production  by  the  patient  of  a 
Medical  certificate  suggesting  Spa  treatment.  Admission  is  then 
arranged  (via  the  Hospital  Management  Committee)  by  the  Re- 
gional Hospital  Board  to  Spa  Centres,  which  are  at  the  moment 
outside  the  Welsh  Region. 

Immunisation 

Immunisation  for  Whooping  cough,  Diphtheria  and  Tetanus 
is  carried  out  by  the  Monmouthshire  County  Council.  Stocks  of 
anti-sera  are  held  at  laboratories  of  the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
Service  for  free  issue  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  or  to 
practitioners  taking  part  in  Local  Health  Authorities’  arrange- 
ments under  Section  26  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act. 

Certain  other  materials  of  this  kind  not  readily  available 
from  trade  sources  are  also  available  through  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  Service  e.g.  measles  erum,  typhus  vaccine,  rabies 
vaccine,  botulinum  anti-toxin,  anti  anthrax  serum  and  anti  snake 
venom. 

Small  stocks  of  anti  toxins  may  also  be  available  at  the 
Redwood  Memorial  Hospital  for  local  use. 

Public  Health  Act,  1936,  Section  172 

No  action  was  found  necessary  for  the  compulsory  removal 
of  a patient  suffering  from  Tuberculosis  and  in  an  infectious  state 
under  the  above. 

In  conclusion  I wish  to  thank  all  Members  of  the  Council 
and  Staff  for  their  co-operation  throughout  the  year.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 
Water  Supply 

There  are  two  main  sources  of  supply  : — 

(1)  BLAEN  RHYMNEY:  This  gathering  ground  empties  into 
the  Old  Reservoir  with  a capacity  of  12,000,000  gallons  and 
the  New  Reservoir  with  a capacity  of  44,000,000  gallons. 
Both  are  the  property  of  the  Rhymney  Valley  Water  Board. 

(2)  UPPER  NEUADD:  This  reservoir  is  the  property  of  the  Taff 
Fechan  Supply  Board  and  has  a capacity  of  350,000,000 
gallons. 

In  addition  to  the  above  about  forty  properties  at  Prince- 
town  and  Rhymney  Bridge  are  supplied  by  the  Tredegar  Urban 
District  Council  and  a few  of  the  outlying  farm  houses  are  sup- 
plied with  Springs. 

On  the  whole  the  supply  has  been  adequate  and  of  good 
quality.

Drainage  and  Sewerage 

Practically  the  whole  of  the  area,  with  the  exception  of  out- 
lying farms  is  served  by  the  water  carriage  system  and  with  the 
exception  of  minor  blockages,  the  system  has  worked  well. 

The  Rhymney  Urban  Authority  is  a contributory  authority  ^ 
to  the  Rhymney  Valley  Sewerage  Board  with  representatives 
thereon. 

Closet  Accomodation 

Some  of  the  properties  in  the  Rhymney  Bridge  and  Prince- 
town  area  which  were  previously  connected  to  cesspools  or  septic 
tanks  have  now  been  connected  to  the  new  6"  sewer.  Three 
small  cottages  in  the  area  which  cannot  be  connected  to  the 
sewer  are  supplied  by  this  department  with  suitable  fluid  for 
their  chemical  closets. 

Public  Conveniences 

There  are  four  conveniences  for  the  use  of  persons  of  both 
sexes.  Part  time  attendants  are  employed  to  cleanse  them.  Owing 
to  vandalism  they  are  closed  at  9 p.m.

^^use  Collection 

Kerb  side  collection  of  refuse  is  carried  out  twice  weekly 
throughout  the  area  and  midweek  accumulations  are  collected  as 
necessary  from  rear  lanes  and  other  sites.  On  the  whole  the  ser- 
vice is  satisfactory  except  for  the  nuisance  of  straying  animals 
tipping  bins  and  causing  extra  work  for  street  cleaners  and  refuse 
collectors.  We  again  had  a meeting  with  the  local  farmers  during 
the  year  and  there  was  some  improvement  immediately  afterwards 
but  this  is  only  a temporary  feature.  It  is  hoped  that  the  Com- 
mons Registration  Act,  1965  might  have  some  effect  in  reducing 
this  persistent  nuisance. 

The  department  has  two  Karrier  side  loaders  and  a Karrier 
dual  tip,  one  vehicle  being  kept  in  reserve.  These  vehicles  have 
given  excellent  service  and  have  always  been  maintained  in  a 
satisfactory  condition. 

One  driver  and  two  loaders  are  employed  on  each  vehicle 
and  during  absenteeism  the  vacancy  is  filled  either  by  street 
sweepers  or  in  extreme  circumstances  by  labour  from  the  Sur- 
veyor’s Department. 


Refuse  Disposal 

Controlled  tipping  is  carried  out  at  the  Cwm  Mawr  disposal 
site.  The  approach  and  tip  roads  are  made  of  quarry  waste  chip- 
pings  and  have  proved  to  be  cheap  and  effective. 

Owing  to  the  depth  of  this  site,  tipping  has  to  be  carried  out 
at  varying  levels  and  fortunately  we  have  an  adequate  supply  of 
inert  shale  for  covering  purposes. 

The  present  class  of  refuse  does  give  rise  to  the  occasional 
fire  but  this  is  the  only  nuisance  we  experience.  During  the 
warmer  weather  the  tip  surfaces  are  treated  with  DDT  powder  to 
pi  event  fly  breeding,  and  since  the  tip  is  not  used  to  a great 
degree  on  Wednesday’s  this  affords  the  tip  man  an  opportunity 
to  generally  tidy  up  and  check  and  repair  roads  and  fencing. 

A massey  Ferguson  Tractor  is  used  for  loading  shale  and 
doing  other  suitable  work  on  the  tip  as  required. 


Street  Cleansing 

The  district  is  divided  into  seven  sweeping  beats  with  a 
total  of  approximately  16  miles;  Classified,  6.69  miles  and  Un- 
classified, 9.26  miles.

On  the  whole  the  district  has  been  maintained  in  a clean 
condition  with  the  exception  oh^those  areas  subjected  to  the 
haulage  of  Industrial  Waste  from^cLaren  Colliery. 

There  was  a temporary  halt  to  this  project  during  the  year 
but  on  recommencement  I am  sure  we  will  be  faced  with  the 
same  nuisance  as  the  preceeding  year.  The  Authority  appreciates 
the  necessity  for  these  projects  but  strongly  deplore  the  lack  of 
supervision  by  the  Contractors  and  their  apparent  indifference  to 
the  nuisance  which  arises  from  such  work.  Repeated  represent- 
ation by  this  department  has  only  brought  about  temporary  relief. 
It  will  certainly  be  a day  of  rejoicing  for  the  people  of  Abertysswg 
and  Rhymney  when  the  last  load  of  waste  is  cleared.

SLUM  CLEARANCE  AND  NEW  HOUSING 

During  the  year  all  families  from  No.  9 Clearance  Area  were  re- 
housed at  Glan-y-Nant.  The  74  units  at  the  Hill  Street  site  have 
not  been  completed  yet  and  only  5 were  occupied  during  1965. 

A firm  of  Architects  and  Planning  Consultants  have  been 
engaged  to  draw  up  a plan  for  the  redevelopment  of  the  Rhymney 
Area  and  at  present  the  Upper  and  Lower  Cross  Row  site  has 
been  surveyed  as  a commencement  to  the  major  plan. 

This  site  should  accommodate  at  least  150  housing  units  and 
it  is  envisaged  that  as  this  site  proceeds  clearance  will  be  taking 
place  in  other  areas  in  order  that  a continual  building  programme 
shall  continue.  The  plan  should  lend  itself  quite  well  to  the  needs 
of  the  people  as  it  will  help  to  retain  a community  spirit  which  is 
so  vital  in  such  an  area  as  this. 

Plans  are  also  in  hand  for  extensive  private  development  and 
it  is  most  gratifying  to  know  that  a start  is  being  made  to  com- 
pletely  eradicate  the  scars  of  an  industrial  age  when  housing  was 
of  secondary  importance  to  industry.  Housing  is  still  the  vital 
problem.  The  majoritv  of  dwellings  in  this  area  are  well  over 
100  years  old.  They  are  beyond  improvement  and  if  we  are  to 
encourage  new  industrial  development,  we  must  rebuild  and  pro- 
vide houses  which  modern  industry  and  the  present  generation 
demands. 

The  National  Coal  Board  are  going  ahead  with  further 
Improvements  to  their  houses  at  Abertysswg.  This  area  does  not 
present  a Housing  problem.

Generally  the  standard  of  natural  lighting  was  totally  in- 
adequate but  the  standard  of  artificial  lighting  was  found  to  be 
reasonable  with  the  exception  of  Betting  Shops.  Corridors,  stair- 
cases and  wash-places  were  found  to  be  satisfactorily  lighted  and 
where  lighting  was  considered  to  be  inadequate  the  owners  were 
advised  to  increase  the  artificial  lighting  to  bring  it  up  to  the 
standard  of  lumens  recommended  by  the  makers  of  the  light 
meter  used.  No  instances  of  excessive  glare  were  noted. 

Shops 

The  standard  of  artificial  lighting  in  selling  areas,  packing 
rooms,  stairs,  corridors  and  toilets  was  generally  good.  Most  of 
the  selling  areas  in  the  larger  type  of  shop  was  above  25  lumens. 
Some  of  the  smaller  type  of  domestic  shop  were  considered  to  be 
low  and  advice  was  given  to  increase  the  standard  in  accordance 
with  the  recommendations  of  the  light  meter  manufacturers.  No 
instance  of  excessive  glare  was  noted.  Naturally  lighting  in  selling 
areas  and  ancillaries  was  considered  to  be  totally  inadequate.
